DURABLE BOSS'S 
TRICK FAILS TO 
SPLIT STRIKERS 


Workers Defy Injunc- 
tion; Hearing This 
Friday 


NEW YORK.— The strike of the 
metal workers of the Durable Tool 
& Die Co, against a lockout, which 
has been going on for almost a 
month, is continuing stronger than 
ever, with the picket lines growing 
daily in numbers, militancy and ef- 
fectiveness. Members of many work- 
ingclass organizations have respond- 
ed to the strikers’ appeal for assist- 
ance on the picket Ime, which has 
resulted in a number of scabs being 
persuaded to stay away from the 
shop. 

The proposed settlement made re- 
cently by the boss on the basis of 
union recognition with the provision 
that nearly all of the miost active 
Strikers remain locked out perma- 
nently,, has aroused tremendous in- 
dignation among the strikers, who 
are pledging to stick it out until a 
100 per cent victory is gained. Their 


picketline In the last few days shows 
that the strikers are already carry- 
ing out their pledge. 

Three workers who were - arrested 
last Saturday, when the strikers suc- 
_cess fully beat off an attack of a 
gang of hoodlums, were released to- 
day under bail ranging from $500 
to $1,000 on the charge of assault. 
This despite the fact that one of the 
cops who arrested them admitted 
that he did not see them at the 
scene of the fight. ° 

The hearing on the injunction the 
boss is trying to obtain in an effort 
to break the strike is coming up in 
court on Friday after Several post- 
ponements. One of the affidavits 
which served as ground for the com- 
plaint in the injunction has been 
repudiated as an.outright forgery by 
the workers who is alleged to have 
made it to the bosses’ attorney, and 
has signed a counter-affidavit to this 
effect. 

The strikers are giving a mass wel- 
come to the twé young workers, Jack 
Scagliohe and Carl Como, who are 
being released from jail after serv- 
ing 15 days because of their militant 
participation in the strike. All work- 
ers, especially young workers, and 
their organizations, are urged to at- 
tend this affair, which will -be held 
on Saturday, February 27, 8:30 p.m.

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WAGENKNECHT TELLS OF GREAT 
NEED FOR STRIKE RELIEF IN KY. 


NEW YORK.—"The support of the 
Kentucky-Tennessee striking miners 
and their starving families must re- 
main one of the basic tasks facing 
the working class for this period.” 
This statement prefaces a _ report 
given by Alfred Wagenknecht, na- 
tional secretary of the Workers In- 
ternational Relief covering his recent 
tour of the strike areas where he 
checked up on conditions and relief 
distribution. 

Wagenknecht, who was arrested by 
Knoxville police in an attempt to 
hinder the feeding of the starving 
children of the miners by the W. I. 
R., unfolded a picture of the most 
cruel misery existing in the mining 
camps of Kentucky and Tennessee. 

“In camp after camp the children 
‘of the striking miners are half-naked 
and go about barefoot or in “pieces” 
shoes, as the miners call the rags 
and bits of leather with which they 
wrap the feet of the children. Long 


Solin ar ois tao has twisted the 
bodies of the children and their little 
légs and hands are bent out of shape 


from rickets caused by lack of milk.” 

“The Workers International Relief 
must continue to be more and more 
in the forefront of this struggle. By 
winning the right to distribute relief 
unmolested the fight for the legaliza- 


tion of the National Miners’ Union 


will be tremendously aided. To win 
the right to distribute relief means 
& heavy blow against the campaign 
of terror, beatings, dynamiting, kid- 
napping, arresting and  frame-up. 
Therefore we must carry forward the 
relief campaign to more tens of thou- 
sands throughout the country. 

“How will this be accomplished? 
By adding to the thousands of col- 
lection lists already in the hands of 
workers more tens of thousands. By 
speeding up collections upon these 
lists. By drawing in every sympa- 
thetic worker as a volunteer collector 
and by activizing every friend and 
acquaintance.

FACE EVICTION 
TODAY IN BRONX 


NEW YORK.—The city government 
intends. to.evict thirty-five workers 
and their wives and children today, 
from their homes on Longfellow 
Avenue between 174th and 175th-Sts., 
Bronx, where a rent strike has been 
going on for some time. 

The entire neighborhood is aroused 
at this attempt of mass evictions. 
The 135 tenants of 5 houses involved 
in the rent strike are at a hich pitch 
and determined to resist the #€vic- 
tions. They call on workers to come 
from all over the city to join in a 
united fight for the thirty-five fam- 
ilies and the right to hold rent 
strikes. 

“Not one to be evicted” is their 
slogan, “If the eviction is carried 
through,” the workers announced, 
“we will continue picketing the house 
until the landlord takes our furniture 
back into our rooms and submits the 
demands of the rent strike.” 

Yesterday hundreds of workers 
rallied at an open air meeting called 
by the striking tenants led by the 
Unemployed Council, and pledged 
their support in the rent strike. 

A telegram was sent to Mayor 
Walker demanding that he stop these 
evictions and evictions all over the 
city. 

“We call on the members of the 
International Labor Defense, Wom- 
en’s Council, Icor, Unemployed Coun- 
cils, all workers to mobilize at Long- 
fellow Avenue between 174th and 
175th tomorrow merning at 8 a. m. to 
join ranks in a solid resistance 
against the eviction.” 


ANOTHER RENT 
STRIKE WON IN 
THE BRONX 


NEW YORK, N. Y., Feb. 25.—After 
a two weeks strike, the tenants of 
2704 Wallace Ave., under the leader- 
ship of the Williamsbridge Uném- 
ployed Council won the following de- 
mands from Mr. Osinoff, the “so- 
cialist” landlord: 1) $1 rent reduction 
per room per month; 2) Withdrawal 
of all court proceedings against all 
the tenants.

Scores Schlesinger Sellout. 

The United Front Strike Commit- 
tee issued the following ringing c@ll 
to all dress strikers under the lead- 
ership of the Intérnational: 

“Ten days ago, the Schlesinger- 
Dubinsky clique, with the aid of the 
bosses, declared their strike lockout 
in the dress trade. The bosses shut 
down the power and sent you out of 
the shops in order to give the Schles- 
inger clique a chance to squeeze 
money out of you and to send you 
back under the same miserable con- 
ditions. wy 

“The strike lockout of the bosses is 
being carried through at the same 
time when the United Front Strike 
Committee is carrying on a strike of 
the dressmakers for union conditions. 

“We workers of the shops who must 
earn a living from our work, turn to 
you with this call. Unite together 
with us in the strike against the 
bosses and for union conditions. Our 
intreests are the same in the shops 
and on the picket line. 

“Before the strike and since the 
strike, the United Front Committee 
has carried on a consistent struggle | 
to unite the ranks of the dressmakers 
because we know that through unity 
of the workers we can win decent 
living conditions for all workers. 

“Thousands of workers joined the 
ranks of the United Front Commit- 
tee and are fighting for union con- 
ditions in the shops. About 100 shops 
‘have already settled on the basis of 
union conditions. But this is not 
enough. We must see to it that no 
striking shop returms to work with- 
out improved conditicns.— 

“Strikers of the International: Long 
before the strike lockout was declared 
by the leaders of the International | 
they had already agreed on a sellout 
settlement. The so-called conferences 
between the Association and - the 
Schiesinger clique, carried on behind 
closed doors, are simply finishing 
touches to the sellout, which will 
mean more starvation, more misery 
for the dressmakers. 

“Without the knowledge or consent 
of the strikers, they have agreed to 
arbitration so that with the aid of 
Walker and other Tammany politi- 
cians they can drive the dressmakers 
back to work under even more mis- 
erable conditions. 


“Strikers of the International: In 
Montreal, Canada, the International 
clique, after a one day’s fake strike, 
sent the cloakmakers back to the 
shops under a 10 per cent wage cut, 
10 per cent reorganization, and check- 
off_ system. Do not permit the 
Schlesinger - Dubinsky - Zimmerman 
clique to drive you back under a 
similar sellout in New York. Now 
that you are down on strike you have 
the opportunity to get real improve- 
ments in your conditions. 

“You Must not permit yourselves to 
be fooled by the loud proclamations 
of victory which will be made by the 
leaders of the International, the For- 
ward, the Day and the entire capi- 
talist press ih a day or two Which 
will come out with screaming head- 
lines that the International has de- 
feated the demands of the bosses and 
has scored a victory’ for the workers. 
The aim of this publicity will be to 
confuse your minds and to drive you 
back to the shops, under the old-con- 
ditions. Recall the hullabaloo that

ON RECRUITMENT OF NEW MEMBERS INTO THE PARTY

N spite of the wide explanations that have 

been made to the Party members explaining 
to them the importance of recruitment of new 
members into the Party, and how to do it, we 
still find that many of the Party members still 
have not overcome their right tendencies to 
underestimate the radicalization of the workers, 
to hesitate to draw them into the Party, even 
these workers show their willingness and fitness 
to join the Party. 

Such is the case in Piint, Michigan. Due to 
the extreme police terror there, the repeated 
raiding of our meetings, or meeting places, the 
comrades there are constantly in fear of bring- 
ing in stool pigeons or police spies into the Party. 
Their fear is so great that they have stopped 
almost all activities, and efforts to reach and 
organize the Flint workers, who are for the most 
part auto workers, working in the Buick, Chev- 
rolet and General Motors plants in Flint. A 
worker had often asked a comrade, how could 
he join the Party, and time after time he showed 
his eagerness to become. active in the revolu- 
tionary field. But in spite of this, time after 
time, the Party member answered only indirectly 
and that was all, even tho he had known this 
worker for a long time and knew him to be an 
honest worker. Contact after contact was made 
in Flint, but still no efforts made to bring them 
closer to the movement. And added on top 
of this, these same comrades came together week 
after week and merely repeated the phrase of 

“we must recruit new members” and then went 
home 

In other words, these comrades instead of 
tearing down the walls between themselves and 
the workers, only built it higher. 

Having been sent to Flint to assist the com- 
rades, in the discussion they had on how to 
recruit members into thse Party in Flint, I sug- 
gested that they call a meeting of all the con- 
tacts that hey had made for the purpose of ex- 
plaining to these workers, what the Party was 
and how and why they should join it, etc. The 
night of the meeting was arranged for the fol- 
lowing Thursday, but that night was a terrific 

storm. In spite of the weather there were five 
workers present, one of them a woman worker. 

The meeting was an explanation of the His- 
tory of the Party, the role of the Party in the 
Soviet Union, the role of the Party in the Uni- 
ted States, the struggles of the revolutionary 
unions, the struggles of the workers that the 
Party is leading, and why the workers should 
join the Communist Party. All of this was told 
in brief and simple fashion. 

‘These workers were enthusiastic over this talk 
and declared that that was the first explanation 
of the Party that they had ever had, and that 
this explanation would even make it easier for 
them to understand some of the articles in the 
Daily Worker and our other Party literature. 
One of- the workers had been onthe National 
Hunger March, and he gave a short talk on 
his impressions of this great march of the un- 
employed to Washington. Questions were asked 
and the meeting ended after all of the workers 
had joined in discussion. 

The comrades were delighted and somewhat 
surprised over the enthusiasm of the workers, 
and how these workers, with the exception of 


one who joined immediately, declared their de- 
termination to join and become active ©om- 
munists in the full sense of the name. These 
workers all took Party literature in order to 
prepare themselves more. 

Meetings of this kind are only one of the 
ways in reaching, educating and bringing our 
contacts closer to the movement. Meeting of 
this character could be held every month or so 
even after the recruitment drive is over. ‘These 
meetings have not only proven of value to the 
workers invited, but the Party members as well. 
Then too these meetings to some extent can 
solve our problem of how to keep new members 
into the Party. 

Especially during recruitment campaigns, often 
the comrades in their zeal to get new members 
into the Party, approach workers and literally 
force these workers to join the Party without 
the proper explanation of what the Party is 
and what shall be expected from them as Par- 
ty members, etc. As a result, after singing ap- 
plication cards they either do not come to meet- 
ings or if they do, they leave after the first 
or second unit meeting, which to them is like 
a foreign land. 

Whereas, when these workers receive inter- 
esting talks on the Party, they enter our ranks 
willingly know what is expected from them, and 
as a result stick and become active Communists. 

Of course, in cases like Flint, where stool 
pigeons are many, and the Party somewhat un- 
derground, the meeting of contacts shozld not 


a safeguard against exposure of Party members. 

But, however, under no circumstances should 
Party members lay themselves open to oppor- 
tunist ideas of “we can’t trust the workers,” 


| or “the workers are not fit for the Party” or 


“the police terror is too great,” 
Party members must forge ahead in 
these workers in struggles, proving

CHICAGO RECRUITS OVER 


HE second two weeks of the Recruiting Drive 
in the Chicago district brought 258 new 
members of whom 56 were employed. 179 unem- 
ployed and 23 housewives. This contrasis with 
162 for the first two wekes, of whom 138 were 
unemployed. ‘The second two weeks brought 3 
new shop nuclei, compared with first two weeks. 
During the first month the following have 
been recruited from decisive industries; mining 
—16; steel—15; metal—65; ratlroad—9; stock- 
butlding-—-32. 


With a quote of 1.000, already In ane month 
there are 420 new recruits. The main weakness

is insufficient new members from the decisive 
shops and industries of concentration, which 
was the main purpose of the present drive.

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The Significance of International 
Women’s Day, March &th

| gos esonrransapengrr sk campaigns of the working 
class play a very important role in the devel- 
opment of revolutionary events. March 8, In- 
ternational Women’s Day is becoming more and 
more a day of struggle of the entire working 


March 8 is a campaign of the Communist 
International and of all its Sections, the Com- 
munist Parties of the world. The object of 


the campsign is t6 solidify and strengthen the 
International 


proletarian fighting front against 
te call sharply to the attention of 
the whole: working class, the special problems 
and demands of the working class’ women. To 
bring into the general struggle of the proletariat 
the Industrial, Negro and Farm women and 
wives of workers. On this day the toiling masses 
of women pledge their class -solidarity -to free 
women of the Soviet Union, to carry on revolu- 
tinary struggle in common with the other sec- 
tions of the working class for the overthrow of 
the capitalist system. 

In the United States March 8 is not vet .a 
well-known campaign. Most workers haven't 
even heard of International Women’s Day. 
Daily, we receive questions from workers, and 
from comrades directly engaged in work among 
women—as to what International Women’s Day 
Imeans; how it started; where it was first cele- 
brated, and many other similar questions. 

We believe it is therefore worth while to ac- 
quaint the workers with the important historic 
development of International Women Day, by a 
brief sketch, 

Historic Development of March 8th 
1908—At the conference of Socialist women in 
America they decided to set aside a special day 
for agitation and propaganda among women. 
Votes for women was the issue of the day and 
the main slogan of the Socialist women was 
“Bqual Rights.” Following the line of the 2nd 


International, which drew no class distinction, 


the Socialist Women’s Conference in the United 
States in 1908 supported the feminist suffragette 
movement of the bourgeoisie. Two resolutions 
were passed at this conference. The first un- 
der pressure of the more class conscious ele- 
ments, namely: “That the American Socialist 
Women must carry on a fight for equal rights 
independent of the feminists—through the un- 


fons and political organizations of the working ~ 


class.” The second resolution—“expressing sym- 
pathy with the feminist movement and wishing 
them success in their fight for equal rights.” 
This opportunism and betrayal of class interest 
by the Socialist party was already evident in 
1908. 
International Women’s Day Adopted 
1910— The 2nd International Conference of

PART 1. 
Full Text of the Report Delivered at the XVII 
Party Conference of the'C. P. 8. U. 
Comrades! 
HE very fact that our Party is proceeding to 
discuss the tasks of the Second Five-Year 


4_Plan_speaks for itself. It shows, first of all, 


that our first Five-Year Plan is being success- 
fully carried out. It further shows that we are 


| absolutely certain that the year 1932 will see the 


completion of the Five-Year Plan, that we shall 
fulfill the first Five-Year Plan in four years. 
One must consider more closely the impor- 
tance of this fact, the fact of the drawing up of 
the second Five-Year Plan of the Soviet Union. 
Firstly, regarding the international importance 
of this fact. 
The international importance of this fact is 


that the workers of all countries, that the work- . 


ing population of all countries are able to com- 
pare the results of the rule of the bourgeoisie 
in the capitalist States with the results, with the 
first results, of the rule af the working class in 
the country of the proletarian dictatorship. In 
this respect we are not afraid of a comparison 
with,.the technically, and economically most 
advaficed, with the richest countries in the capi- 
talist world. At the present time, when the 
crisis has seized all capitalist countries and is 
becoming evér deeper and is destroying industry 
and the other branches of economy. a compar- 
ison between the bourgeois States and the Soviet 
Union is particularly striking. This comparison 
provides us with the opportunity to answer with- 
out. hesitation the question, to whom the future 
belongs, to the proletariat and its power or to 
the bourgeoisie and its rule. It is clear that 
from the international standpoint ‘our success, 
the great success of socialist construction, which 


} is embodied in the successful realization of the 
Pive-Year Plan and now in the first proposals 


= 
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of the second Five-Year Plan, demonstrates to 
the workers and toilers of the whole world that 
the future belongs, not to the rule of the bour- 
geoisie, but to the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat; that the facts speak against capitalism 
and for Socialism. / 

Secondly, regarded from the inner Soviet point 
of view, the fact of our going over to the tasks 
of the second Five-Year Plan, is likewise ex- 
ceedingly significant. 

It is one of the decisive tests of what the lead- 
ership of the peasant masses by the working 
class, after the overthrow of the power of the 
bourgeoisie, yields. In the Soviet Union, for the 
first time in the history of the world, power is 
in the hands of the working class, which is lead- 
ing the toiling masses of the countryside with 
it and, together with it, is transforming the 
whole national economy on a socialist basis. Our 
success, the great success of the working class, 
lies in the fact that the building up of Socialism 
is taking place not only in the town but also in 
the countryside, that the most backward part of 
the working population, the toilers. of the vil- 
lage, are beginning to rise up to Socialism, to- 
wards the classless society. - 

Finally, from.the immediate economic stand- 
point, our successes are .successes of planned so- 
cialist construction. In no country in the world 
before has a planned State economy existed. 
Here we are making the first steps, and the re- 
sults are alréady evident. From the solution 
of individual tasks we shall proceed to new and, 
with every year, greater tasks. 

The success of planned socialist economy is 
not only and not even so much the success of 
our planned economic organs. Our planning 
and our calculations are not limited to these 
relatively narrow confines. A proper economic 
work, the organizing of national economic sta- 
tistics and the working out of the plan can be-

The defense of the masses, the attack against 
our enemeis, relies upon the masses themselves. 
They ahre the ones who must act, mobilize them- 
selves to go into the struggle and to decide ite 
result.

but never to supplant them. 

In the present situation, confronting a reva- 
lution that develops; possessing its motive forces 
in the proletariat and peasantry, the orgaas that 
are created have to express this same relation 
of classes.

plan for electrification, the Goelro plan: This 
was a rough draft, a beginning, a first step to- 
wards the work of the general technical recon- 


try. This possessed enormous importance 
for the whole of our economic work and for the 
development of planning work itself. 

We know, moreover, that a great work was 
performed for the setting up of tiie first annua) 
plans, the “control figures of national economy.” 
The first control figures for the year 1925-26 
were confirmed. Since then they have been 
confirmed every year and are acquiring ever 
greater importance in regard to the conducting 
of national economy. 

Almost simultaneously with the working out 
of the first annual national economic plans, we 
commenced to prepare comprehensive plans for 
transforming national economy. In the course 
of a number of years, the work was carried on 
for preparing the first-five Year Plan, and at the 
same time the so-called general plan for trans- 
forming the national economy, calculated for 
ten to’ fifteen years, was prepared. This last- 
named work was not completed. But so far as 
the first Five-Year Plan was worked out and 
is being carried out, and now so far as the seo- 
ond Five-Year Plan has been worked out. so ave 
the fundamental questions of the so-called 
“general plan” far exhausted with these two 
Five-Year Plans; the rest. however, will be sub-
